G ettysburg and A dam s county got 
the first real ta ste of w inter for this 
season on S unday w hen a drizzle 
th a t began in the early afternoon 
turned to sleet and then snow by 
dusk

Here m ost of the snow m elted as 
it fell, turning to a half-inch of 
slush but in th e m ountains of w est­ 
ern and n o rth ern Adam s county sev­

ground, pleasing first-day deer h u n t­ 
ers but causing hazardous driving, 
for m otorists 
The first snow plows were put to 
work on m ountain highw ays S u n ­ 
day evening and o thers were working 
today while cinder crews were kept 
b u sy .1 


Traffic Heavy 
The snow* and rain had m ounted 
to m ore th an a full inch of pre­ 
cipitation here by noon today. 
Tile W eather B ureau said at H ar­ 
risburg the snow fall extended gen­ 
erally across the sta te to a line 
southeast of the m ountains near 
C ham bersburg w here it changed to 
rain but th ere were some reports 
of snow in eastern areas, including 
the Pocono m ountains. 
The snow storm cam e as highw ays 
leading to the sta te 's deer hunting 
districts were crow ded w ith th o u ­ 
sands of autom obiles taking h u n t­ 
ers into the m ountains for opening 
of th e season today. 
The W eather B ureau reported the 
heaviest snow fall, eight and a h alt 
inches, was recorded a t the Loop 
fire tower in H untingdon county.

meats from spoilage and insects. Of 
course, proper curing and smoking 
usually solve the spoilage problem, 
but certain widely prevalent insects 
endanger stored meats in all cli­ 
mates. 
There are three main groups of in­ 
sects attacking stored meat— ii) The 
larder beetle; (2) Ham or cheese 
skipper; and (3> Cheese mite. The 
latter Is not a true insect but it is 
usually carried to stored m eats by 
one of the other pests. 
The smokehouse should be kept 
clean around the year. In this pro-
